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Adams County's Peak Of 
Apple Crop Is In Future 
SaysCensusBureauReport 


The peak of Adams county's I 
apple production lies in the future, 
according 
to 
1959 
agricultural 
statistics for the county just re­ 
leased by the U. S. Census Bureau. 
The county today 
has 
more 
apple-bearing trees than ever be­ 
fore and has a greater number of 
young trees not yet of bearing 
age than it had five years ago, 
according to the census. 
The census also shows a trend 
toward larger fruit farms, with 
the number of fruit farm s declin­ 
ing by nearly 50 in five years, 
from 372 in 1954 to 327 in 1959, 
while at the same time the acre- 
age in fruit increased from 16,774 
to 18,565. 
The record shows farms report­ 
ing 
apple 
production 
dropped 
from 311 to 277 during the five 
years from 1954 to 1959 while the 
number of apple trees of all ages 
increased by 127,000, from 404,730 
to 531,123. 


IN CREA SE 
IN PLANTINGS 
Vast increases in plantings of 
young trees was revealed in the 
report that there were 
195,296 
apple trees not yet of bearing age 
in the county as of last year com­ 
pared to 123,125 trees not yet of 
bearing age in 1954. Trees of bear­ 
ing age totaled 335,827 in 1959 
compared to 281.605 bearing fruit 
in 1954. 
As a result of the increase in 
trees, increased production per 
tree, 
and a 
“good 
crop.” the 
county produced 3,877,755 bushels 
of apples last year, one of the 
largest crops, yet not described 
as a bumper one. The 1954 figure 
for apple production was 1,662.688 
buihels. The county had been pub­ 
licizing a “2,000,000 to 3,000,000“ 
figure for apple production. The 
census figures indicate that fig­ 
ure should perhaps be increased 
to a “3.000.000 to 4,000,000 bush­ 
el” productive capacity. 
Peach production meantime is 
apparently in for a decline, judg 
ing by the census figures. The 
number of farm s reporting peach 
orchards declined from 348 to 225

FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover to­ 
day quoted estimates that be­ 
tween 70 and 80 per cent of the 
Iron Curtain diplomatic represent­ 
atives in this country have “some 
type of espionage assignment.” 
In an address prepared for the 
American Legion’s national con­ 
vention, Hoover said they “are 
today feverishly attempting to ob­ 
tain this country’s secrets.” 
He did not give the source of 
the estimates, but said they came 
from reliable sources. 
“The long list of Soviet officials 
declared persona non grata by 
this government following their 
exposure by the FBI as espio­ 
nage agents bears testimony to 
their flagrant abuse (rf diplomatic 
status.” he said. 
Hoover addressed the conven­ 
tion and praised its Americanism 
program after receiving the 1960 
award of the American Legion 
Press Association.

Hoo­ 
ver condemned any appeasement 
plan in dealing with the Kremlin. 
“We should make it crystal 
clear to the Red m aster of the 
Kremlin that we intend to win the 
‘cold’ war and at the same time 
impress upon him that we have 
the military power to prevent a 
‘hot’ war. Russia cannot stand 
against the United States econom­

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American League Ponders 
Realignment Of Its Clubs 
Before Probing Expansion

CHICAGO (AP* — The Associ­ 
ated Press learned today that the 
American League won’t immedi­ 
ately follow the example set Mon­ 
day by the National League when 
it committed itself to becoming a 
10-team league in 1962 by grant­ 
ing franchises to Houston and 
New York City. 


Instead, the American League, 
at its meeting scheduled for Oct. 
26 in New York, will concentrate 
on settling its realignment prob­ 
lem. 


A source close to Del Webb, 
head of the AL expansion com­ 
mittee, said the co-owner of the 
New York Yankees was “gravely 
concerned” over such 
problem 
cities as Kansas City, Washington 
and Cleveland. 
“ I think the American League 
might have to straighten out its 
realignment 
problem 
before 
it 
can take definite and positive 
steps on expansion,” said 
the 
source. 
MAY SHIFTS CLUBS 
According to the informant, the 
American 
League 
will 
discuss 
several possibilities: 
1. The shifting of the Washing­ 
ton franchise to Minneapolis - St. 
Paul. 
2. The desire of Hank Green­ 
berg, part owner of the Chicago 
White Sox to obtain a franchise 
in Washington. 
3. The possibility of the Kansas 
City franchise being moved to Los 
Angeles. 
“ And don’t overlook the possi­ 
bility of the Cleveland club being 
moved elsewhere,” added the in­ 
formant. "I understand the opera­ 
tors of the Cleveland club are fed 
up. They’re terribly disappointed 
with the attendance this year de­ 
spite a club that was in contention 
until the last six weeks of the sea­ 
son.” 
HAD VOTED EXTENSION 
The American League, at its 
last meeting in New York Aug. 
30, voted to expand to IO teams 
no later than Dec. I, 1961, but did 
not discuss any new teams. It is 
understood Dallas-Fort Worth has 
the inside track for a franchise. 
There are 17 other applicants, in­ 
cluding Minneapolis-St. Paul, Tor­ 
onto, Oakland, Seattle and San 
Diego. 
The Kansas City club, owned 
by the widow of Arnold Johnson, 
who died last March, is expected 
to be sold in the near future. It 
is not known whether the new 
owners plan to remain or move 
the franchise elsewhere. The Ath­ 
letics, by contract, are committed 
to remain in Kansas City for two 
more years unless the attendance 
falls short of the prescribed 850,- 
000 in any season. 
SOME FAVOR MOVING 
It is known that several Ameri­ 
can League owners want to move 
to Los Angeles immediately. 
Dodger owner Walter O’Malley, 
who must approve of an AL fran­ 
chise in his Los Angeles territory, 
said he would not oppose such a 
move. But he added he didn t 
think it would be a sm art move 
at this time.

SICK END FROM 
MARYLAND HAS 
CLEMSON SICK

COLLEGE PARK. Md. (AP) - 
When Maryland end Gary Collins 
is ill, he m akes Clemson football 
players and coaches sick. 
The 205-pound junior from Wil­ 
liamsport, Pa., saw only spot duty 
last Saturday because of an in­ 
jury but he came through with 
the big play that enabled the 
Terps to upset eighth - ranked 
Clemson for the second straight 
year, 19-17. 
With the Tigers leading 17-12 
early in the fourth period, Collins 
took an 11-yard pass from quar­ 
terback Dale Betty to move the 
ball to the Clemson 7. 
SCORED TD 
Two plays later. Collins gathered 
in a sc eon pass on the 12-yard 
line and weaved, jumped and b ar­ 
reled his way over both Maryland 
and Clemson players into the end 
zone for the go-head rcore. 
Collins also helped set up M ary­ 
land’s first touchdown early in the 
third period when he took a 31- 
yard toss from Betty and was 
downed on the Clemson I. 
The 6-foot-3 end probably would 
not have been caught from behind 
on that play, but a hip injury that 
kept bim away from the practice 
field most of last week prevented 
him from running at top speed. 
SAME PLAY 
“The same pass play that beat 
us last year turned the trick 
again,” Clemson Coach Frank Ho­ 
ward moaned after the game. 
“Collins might have been hurt 
and couldn't punt, but his hands 
were in pretty good working con­ 
dition.” 
In the 1959 Clemson game, Col­ 
lins caught three passes for 80 
yards and two touchdowns, the 
last score coming with three min­ 
utes remaining to put Maryland 
ahead 28-25. Betty again was on 
the throwing end. 
ALSO SICK 
Collins was sick in that game, 
too. He suffered from an upset 
stomach that became worse dur­ 
ing the final TD drive. After the 
game. team m ates said they would 
have sent him to the sidelines but 
couldn’t because they had used up 
their allotted time out calls. 
So, Collins stayed in the game 
and caught a 17-yard pass to win 
the game. He ended the season 
as an honorable mention choice 
on the All America team. 
The big end is Maryland’s lead­ 
ing punter with a 36 8 average and 
Coach Tom Nugent rates him up 
high on defense and as a tackler. 
“ He’s one of the finest competi­ 
tors I ve coached," Nugent said. 
“He didn’t reinjure his hip and 
should be ready to start against 
Wake Forest next Saturday.”
